this clue to the development of faith: “Faith 
cometh by hearing, and hearing by the word of 
God.” Before Peter became a disciple of Jesus 
his name was Simon, meaning hearing. First we 
hear the word of Truth, and from this receptivity 
and attention to Spirit faith is established in the 
consciousness, 

How can we have faith in that which we do not 
know? The more we companion with God, the 
more rapidly our faith develops. At first it may 
waver, as did Peter’s when he began walking on 
the water, but as we keep our vision on the Christ 
we too will have the courage to go forward. 

Remember that God answers prayer, not so 
much by what happens to us as by what happens 
through us. It is this quickened awareness of the 
imminence of God’s presence which is the real 
blessing.
